It was very pleasant to receive a V- 
mail letter from all you friends; and 
what made it doubly pleasant was the 
fact that the letter was written at 
Stinson Beach - my favorite hike. I 
picture the Club enjoying themselves 
walking under the cool redwoods while I 
write this letter on the desert sands, - 

"Strawberries in bloom, also black- 
berries" sure sounds good. te have to 
be very particular what we eat in the 
way of uncooked foods as there are a lot 
of diseases here which are peculiar to 
Sanitation is quite a prob- 
lem. If a person exercises a reasonable 
amount of precaution, he doesn't experi- 
ence any difficulties. Any fruit which 
has a thick skin, as oranges or bananas, 
is all right. Uncooked vegetables are 
unsafe, 

I had a chance to see the Pyramids and 
Of course I wasntt: §atssfied 
true to Sierra Club style) until I. had 
climbed to the top of one of the Pyramids. 
There was no question as to which way was 

the easiest way to the top. <A path was 
pretty well worn, showing the way which 
has been used by people for centuries. _ 
It followed the corner of the Pyramid and 
consisted of clinbing over sandstone 
blocks which varied from 3 to 4 feet in 
height. If I had been a Rock Climber I 
wouldn't have been satisfied until I 
could find the most difficult route, in- 
volving the usé of pitons and ropes. |

but the people go about their business as 
if it were just another day. The sky 
suddenly turns very dark, and in about 
10, minutes the wind starts whipping the 
sand around like a sand blast machine. 
It is difficult to see for more than 
about 20 feet. We had the wind blow the 
root off the officers! -barracks during 
the height of a storm,
